is solved. "Oh that?” asks the own-, 
er.

For That Manifold Valve 
With so many cases of sticky 
manifold heat control valves it is 
little wander that the uninformed 
owner may seek to head off such 
trouble by oiling the valve. This, 
however, may make matters worse 
by causing a gummed up condition. 
To “lubricate” this valve use one 
of the penetrating types of oil, 
or a solution of kerosene with a 
little baking soda. This cleans and 
oils, but does not gum and attract 
dirt.

cleaner Ii properly serviced the 
drag on the air intake to the car­ 
buretor will result in an increase 
in gas consumption. As soon as the 
engine cannot breathe in the nor­ 
mal quantity of air it begins to 
draw more heavily on the fuel sup­ 
ply. That enriches the mixture. 
Expect this condition if the car 
has been driven in very dusty ter­ 
ritory and the air cleaner has not 
been cleaned out, and if the car­ 
buretor isn't a type w’hich auto­ 
matically compensates for air drag. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
“A type of cylinder head leakage 
which too many car owners over­ 
look is escape of combustion gases 
from the cylinders into the cooling 
system . Yet this is one of the 
more likely types of leakage, due 
to the fact that pressure inside 
the cylinders of an engine may 
go as high 
as 600 pounds

gasses but because the pressure of 
these gases forces water, or water 
and anti-freeze, to be sent to the 
radiator too rapidly. The excess 
goes out the overflow, 
and the 
trouble builds up to a breakdown.” 
Matter of Contrast 
It may be fun to be fooled, but 
automobiles certainly have a way 
of overdoing it. 
I saw a perfect example of this 
the other evening at a brightly 
lighted 
filling 
station. 
The 
car 
owner had been having a little bat- 
tery trouble 
and was naturally 
enough alarmed when he switched 
on the lights after filling up with 
gas and decided thstt they were not 
working. Instead of getting out to 
take a look he was Judging the 
situation by w'hat seemed to be no 
I evidence of the dashlights working. 
Checking revealed that these had 
j been turned down to their most 
dim setting, and the bright light 
{of the station simply made them 
appear “out.” 
Checking That Falter 
Neglecting to service an oil-bath 
type oil filter /nay result in de- 
I terioration of this unit and its com­ 
plete failure. What happens is that 
moisture in the filter has a cor­ 
rosive effect. One filter recently 
developed several leaks, allowing 
the oil to run out and making it 
useless as a protective device. So 
in addition to removing the dirty 
oil twice a year be sure to ex­ 
amine the metal for evidences of 
corrosion. Clean thoroughly and use 
heavier oil for winter. Never fill 
( above the line recommended by the 
filter maker as this will adversely 
affect the air supply to the car­ 
buretor. 
If the generator regulator points 
are damaged by burning look for 
a ground on the generator arma­ 
ture connection between the gen­ 
erator and the regulator unit. What 
happens is that this short circuits 
the series windings of the circuit 
breaker and the current regulator. 
Apropos Of Toning 
( 
In spite of the fact that the car 
manufacturers 
recommend 
push­ 
ing cars with automatic drives, 
instead of towing them, there still 
are good reasons for the latter pro­ 
cedure and many an instance where 
pushing would not be possible. We 
have only to consider such situa­ 
tions as trying to get out of mud, 
, sand or snow to realize how a tow 
would be the only recourse. A car 
might also be stranded in its own 
garage, or on a parking lot next 
to a wall. In addition, there are 
certain risks in pushing a car which

One At A Time 
Spending some time around fill­ 
ing stations of late I have picked 
up a number of interesting' point­ 
ers which should be passed along 
to anyone who will listen. One that 
stands out particularly is the way 
so many people start the motor 
while the radio is operating. There 
is likely to be a surge of current 
because of the heavy load imposed j 
by the starting motor, this being j 
sufficient to damage the radio’s J 
rectofier. 
Carbon Changes Picture 
In any check on compression It 
is important to consider the possi­ 
bility of uneven accumulations of 
carbon and not jump to the con­ 
clusion that if one or two cylinders 
have more than IO pounds more 
compression than the others the 
latter are afflicted with poor seat­ 
ing valves or leaky piston rings. 
Carbon raises compression by tak­ 
ing up space. 
In The Motor Mail 
Q The automatic transmission 
of my car has begun to act a bit 
on the erratic side. Mileage on the 
car is just over 10.000. Do you 
think that the unit needs overhaul­ 
ing? H. F. D. 
A. I believe that the transm is­ 
sion is being handicapped by some 
engine misbehavior. Have the mo­ 
tor tuned up, and the transmission 
doubtless will smooth out. Check 
the transmission’s fluid level, of 
course. 
Q. What would cause the engine 
I to become noisy when well heated 
up, as on a hill? F. B. N. 
A. I note that this car has an 
engine with hydraulic valve lifters. 
The oil may be too light and tile

engine may be overheating. Lifters 
may become noisy with thinned out 
oil. 
Q. I need a new pump for the 
hydraulic mechanism that oper­ 
ates the top of my convertible.

inal? Wm. L. J. 
A. This isn’t advisable. Replace

Q. What would cause the engine 
to skip hills. It seem s to be lack­ 
ing gas, although I have had the 
fuel pump’s pressure checked and 
it appears to be normal. There is 
| no valve stickage. All ignition has 
been gone over carefully.

A. The carburetor’s float level 
may be too low’. Check also for 
air leakage in the short flexible 
line between the main fuel line and 
the fuel pump. 
Q. There is a peculiar noise in 
my car, especially when starting 
off. It seem s to be coming from 
the torque converter right under 
the floorboards. The effect is like 
something hitting an electric fan. 
G. F. McN. 
A. Apparently there is some for­ 
eign object in the converter. Bet- 
! ter have this investigated at once. 
Q. For some time there has been 
a very distinct tramp in the front 
wheels of my car. The tires are 
new, and in addition I have had 
them carefully balanced. One me- 
chanic evpn checked into the pos­ 
sibility of an eccentric wheel. L. 
U. R. 
A. The next step here would be 
to check the shock absorbers. One 


of them may not be working. Or 
they may be adjusted unevenly. 
Q. Does the steering gear unit 
on my car require the same type 
lubricant as the power steering 
pump? K. M. 
A. No. The steering gear itself 
requires the usual steering gear 
lube while the pump calls for the 
sort of oil that is used for an auto­ 
matic transmission.
